CHAPTER I. 

Enumebation. 

1 . At the instance of the Government of India in the General- 
Dc‘])iirtin('ut of Education, Health and Lands, and in ac- 
cordance with the accc])tcd recommendation of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Wing of the Hoard of Agriculture (India), 

the Government of Il.E.lI. the Nizam agreed to hold a 
live-stock census in January 1940 (Lsfandar 1349 F.) 
simultaiK'ously witli other Provinces and States in India 
in order to ensure accuracy and comparability. Ac- 
cordingly, the fifth quinquennial live-stock census in these 
Dominions was held between 25th to 31st January 1940 
(22nd and 28th lsfandar, 1349 F.). 

The dates of the four ])revious censuses were ; — 

1. Gth October 1019 (1st Azur 1329 F.). 

2. 29th April 1925 (25th Khurdatl 1334 F.). 

3. 13th January 1030 (llth lsfandar 1339 F.). 

4. 19-31 st January 1935 (16th-22nd lsfandar 
1344 F.). 

2. ■ A further communication was received from the Enumeration 
Government of India saying that the schedule for enu- Schedules, 
mcration has been widened so as to include pig and poultry 

(hen aiul ducks), which arc important items in the econo- 
my of the c.ountry. It was also desired that the figures for 
dairy (;attle should be recorded separately for urban and 
rural areas. The enlarged schedule was not accompanied 
by any model instructions. As the headings contained 
directions for filling up the census forms, no difficulty was 
cx})ericnc.cd. 

3. The form, however, was fiirthcr enlarged so as to 
include some more items of agricultural interest locally, 
the ad ditioius being daily quantity of milk yielded by milch 
animals, i.c., cows, bull’alocs, sheep and goats ; the num- 
ber of groundnut deeorticators (power and hand-driven) 
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hay mowers, (uittevs aiul liay })rcssc's, raluitis, cream- 
separators, dairy eslal)lisiim(‘nt.s, oil presses (powcii-, bul- 
lock and li:i.nd-<lrivcii), smiithy and carpcni.ry workshops 
and ]K)U('ric.‘s. Thus ilicrc were l.TJiU'ins l,o he eimnieral:- 
cd. It was I'.houjdd. cxju'dieid. to di\ ide the items into 
four seh.e.dules, Isl. for oxen, 2ud for bullalo l.ribe, third for 
sheep, goats, horses aiwl otlier doineslic animals and (,he 
fourth for poultry, agrieultural inachiiKTy, etc. A su])ple- 
mentary sehedule was attacluul to asceriain prie(! i)er 
head of animal. A nova‘1 feature of tt\e <'ensus this l ime 
was that l,h(5 enum<M'a.i.ors w<m'(' .asked to ma.k(‘ eid'.ri<'s of 
the animah; with the names of Ihe owners. 'I'hus each 
sehedule was sullieienl for forty owners of th(' animals, 
ete. A (‘opyoftlu! sehe(lnl(‘s, insiruetions and summary 
table is a.])pen<!cd to the report. (Appendix No. I).

The; inslinuttions were printed and issued in the Printing, 
principal vernaculars and the schedules were printed 
biliuifual. i.e., Urdu-Telugu ; Urdu-Maratlii and Urdu- 
Kanarcse. A few forms in English were also printed for 
the use of tfie British Administered Areas and the Rail- 
way. These bilingual schedules were of great liclp to the 
(‘nunK;rators as the wrong interpretations of the terms was 
thus avoided. 'This experiment was a success. In my 
toiir I made miquiries whether the enumerators had ex- 
pcricnecil any dilhculty in understandiitg tlic schedule.

9. I made a tour of ins])cc,tion in the following ])laees. 
Atraf-i-Ralda, Sangareddi, Sadasivpet, Devarkonda, Bidar, 
Andol Jogip(;t, Aurangabad and Ell ora village. 

Mr. Pida Husain, n.A., was sent on to Medchal, Nizama- 
bad, Nandcr, Parbhani, Jalna, Aurangabad and Khulda- 
bad. 

Tahsildars took [personal interest in the Live-stock 
Census in their respective! areas. Some of them toured 
extensively and some required extension of time for 
submission of summaries. 



10. Talukwari registers were made in my office from Registration 
the schedules received for proper record and future com- 
parison. 

11. The ])rovisional total was arrived at by taking the Provisional 
summary figures received from the tahsils and com- 
municated to the Secretary to Government in the Re- 
venue Department and to the Government of India on 

29th April 1940 (25-7-1349 F.). The number of agricul- 
tural cattle was found to be comparatively less than in 
the preceding quinquennial census by 3,4 per cent. 

(under oxen 3.9 per cent, and under buffalo 1 . 8 per cent.). 

This is also the case this time in the neighbouring Pro- 
vinces. 

After despatching the provisional total the summary 
schedules were subjected to a thorough checking and 
arithmetical errors were discovered. The final figures 
which were despatched to Government of India on 20th 
August (14th Mehir) slightly varied from the provisional 
total in many respects but the diflerence in the case of 
oxen was 8.3 per cent, instead of 3.9 per cent. A 
comparative statement of the live-stock for 1940 (1349 F.) 
and 1935 (1344 F.) is given in table No. 1. 

12. It is required by the Department of Commercial 
Intelligence and Statistics, India that : — 

(1) Enumeration should be done separately for 
rural and urban areas in each district. For tins 
purpose any self governing urban unit, continuous 
collection of houses ordinarily inhabited by not less 
than 5,000 persons and having an urban character. 

Hence the enumeration was classified into Rural and 
Urban Areas of H.E.H. the Nizam’s Dominions, and the 
figures classified accordingly were sent to the Depart- 
ment referred above. The total cattle of the cow type 
were 9,527,382 in the Dominions, out of that only 3.3 
per cent, were found in urban and the remaining 96.7 
per cent, in rural areas. 

The total cattle of the buffalo type were 3,032,421 
in the Dominions out of that only 5.2 per cent, were 
enumerated in urban and the remaining 94.8 per cent, 
in rural areas.

15. In concluding the Chapter, 1 acknowledge, wit:h 
thanks, f:hc <!<)-operal.ion of the llcvonue Ollicers, jagir 
and samasthan holders, oilie-ers in charge of Hrilisli A<1- 
ministered areas, the Hyderabad Municipal Corporation, 
Railways and others. The work of eeusussing the live- 
stock of these Dominions calls for a big organisation, for 
an intensive survey of the cattle wealth, a <;ar(iful reckon- 
ing, and a sympathetic; treatment of tlu; a.gri<;ultural 
population in whose interest this quinquejmial event is 
held. In this task both ollieials ami non-oHieials shar<;d 
the responsibility with the Department of Statist.ic*s and 
Census. Although extensive tour of inspection of the 
operation could not be done by me and my assistant for 
lack of travelling allowance, 1 have more reasons to Ix;- 
Ueve the accuracy to a greater degree of the rt;sults obtain- 
ed in this census as enumeration was made with the names 
of every individual owner and not a round figure for every 
village. 
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CHAPTER 11. 


Census Analysis 

16. India, as a whole, possesses nearly one-third of General, 
the world’s recorded number of cattle and bulfaloes rang- 
ing up to 25 crores of animals. In Hyderabad nearly 69 

per cent, of the human population depends directly or in- 
directly on agriculture as a means of livelihood. To 
agriculturists next to the land his cattle both for work 
and other purposes, are the most precious possession. 

A pair of bullocks or a cow forms the usual bride-price in 
rural areas. A man’s economic status is measured by 
the numbeu of animals he possesses. It is thus that the 
Indian rural population has come to recognise the value 
of live-stock regardless of age or utility of the animals. 

Hindus and animists venerate them. For these reasons, 
aged, defective and useless stock continue to exist in 
large numbers. 

17. 'fhe area of the Dominions of His Exalted High- Area, 
ness the Nizam, excluding Berar, is 82,608 square miles, 
whi(di is equal to, half and three times the size of Bombay 
Presidency, Madras Presidency and Mysore State respec- 
tively. The cattle poi)ulation is distributed all over the 
cullivated and non-cultivated areas as well as in plains, 
forests and hills. At the time of the Census (last week of 
January) a large part of live-stock was on the move from 

the villages for new grazing areas. The early crops were 
under harvest and animals were seen grazing in the fields. 

In other places, herds and flocks were found along river 
banks and hill sides where pasture could be had. 

18. The economic condition of the country during Economic 
the quinquennium was not very satisfactory. The fall- 

ing prices of agricultural commodities caused great hard- 
sliip to the producers. In large areas farm changed 
hands, money-lenders becoming land-owners. Govern- 
ment after investigating into the extent of agricultural 
indebtedness introduced (1) the Debt Conciliation Bill, 

(2) the Hyderabad Money-lenders Bill, and (3) the Hyder- 
abad Co-operative Land Mortgage Bank Bill. The econo- 
mic condition showed slight improvement when the 
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European War broke out. The failure of rains also in 
Atlilabad and Karinina^jfur dislriets in 19-“}!) (I 'MS F.) 
brought about niueh distress. (JovcTnmenl. oixaied relief 
camps and works for the labour. 

Sfiisoiiiii 19. Ls't year of the quinqiu'iinium. In 1!)-‘J5-.‘U) (l.'M-l- 

(Ktiuiiiioi). 45 average rainfall was .‘}5.09 inches, normal Ix'ing 

30.07 inches. Water-supply for the eal.lle was d(‘(lei(;nt 
in parts of Aurangabad and Medak disl.riet s mid of fodder 
in Ci-ulbarga aiul of both in Uaiehur and Nalgoiula. 
Cattle diseases wi're widespread in Ihe; rura,l an^as of 
Warangal, Karinmagar, Adilabad, Ni'/aiua.bad, Medak, 
Mahbubnagar, Aurangabad, (iulbarga, Osnuinabad and 
Raichur. In Nalgoiula, Farbluuii, Nander and Hiilar the 
outbreaks w(;re s|)ora<lie and not of long duration. In 
some <listrie.l.s of the Dominions the diseases iiersisted 
throughout the year, 

20. 2ml year.- ■hi 11)3(5-;J7 (l-'Mij-K) F.) (lu' total 
rainfall amounted to JdJ" a.s eompared wilh 30.10" 
normal. In ihe; Mural hwara disl.riets water and fodder 
supply for live-sloek was mueh in ihTeet. Pasl ure was 
suhieicnt in Telinpina distrii‘l.s and not so in some villages 
of Mara,thvvara. disi, riels. CatlU; disi'ases were not wide- 
spread in the lirst part of the yt'ar. In tlu' latter ])art of 
tlieyear, particularly, in th(“ month of August 1!)3() (Mehir) 
six districts in the Telingana and five in Ma,rathwara were 
infesti'd. The disi'use subsiih'd with llu‘ beginning of the 
cold season. 

21. tird year. Rainfall was 29 inelu's. Tlu* un- 
favourable si'usonal factors in 1937-38 (13'l0-‘t7) wcJ‘e 
responsible for fodder delieieney specially in Mahbub- 
nagar, Gulbarga and Raichur. Contagious dis(*ases am- 
ong the cattle were reporhal from four districls in Marath- 
wara and six in 'Ddingana. In tlu' wakti of the winter 
season the disease's began lo subside. Hut with the ad- 
vent of hot weather, eouplcil with wa.l.<‘r a,rul fodder defi- 
ciency, the diseases again K})r{'ad in the whole of Telin- 
gana at the end of April 1938 (Khurdad 1317 F.). 

22. Uh year. — The tolal for the tmtiri* period in 
1988-39 (1347-48 F.) was 39.96" or 9.. 51" above normal. 
Fodder stock and pasturage were generally sulli(*ient 
except in some tracts of Warangal, Karimnagai', Medak, 



liir and Bidar. Contagious diseases were prevalent in 
some parts throughout the year, Nizamabad being cons- 
picuous. 


23. 5th year . — Rainfall was 27.36" and the other 
seasonal conditions alfccting agriculture in the year 1939- 
40 (1348-49 F.) were unsatisfactory. Watci’-supply was 
deficient in some parts or other of the Dominions through- 
out the year. The shortage of tire fodder was felt princi- 
pally in 4 districts in Marathwara and 3 in Telingana. 

Cattle diseases were prevalent throughout the year in 
Atraf-i-Balda, the other centres which had been infected 
were Warangal, Karimnagar, Bir, Raichur, Nizamabad 
and Nalgonda. 

Rindcrj)est, the most deadly of cattle diseases, waS 
])rcsent in active form in some part or other of the Do- 
minions for a large part of the year. 

24. Cattle trade continued as usual during the qtun- Cattie trade. 
<iucnnium, the total number imported and exported being 
327,694 and 6,223,554 respectively. The total value of 
imports and exports during the period under review is 

shown in a graph. 

25. Total population of cattle in India is 180 million. Total oxen* 
i.e., 3/7th of the whole world’s stock of 1917. The total 
number of cattle of all ages and description enumerated 

in Hyderabad State is 12,559,803 as compared with 
13,008,282 in 1935 (1344 F.) a decrease of 3.4 per cent. 

(vide table No. 1 appended). In the absence of any serious 
epidemics or other extraordinary circumstances, it is 
di'flicult to believe that the cattle population has really 
diminished. The contagious diseases which are peculiar 
to certain areas and seasons were no doubt prevalent. 

The export of cattle was as brisk as usual during the 
quinquennium. Under these circumstances the cause 
for the decrease in the number should be sought in some 
other direction. It is quite probable that during the 
enumeration period heads of cattle had moved away from 
the villages to distant places for grazing and that they 
could not be brought back for enumeration. On the 
whole Telingana accounted for a decrease of 2.9 per cent, 
and Marathwara 4.1 per cent. 

For the purpose of comparison the figures for Hyder- 
abad and the neighbouring Provinces are set forth in the 
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subjoined statement. From this it will be evident that 
there is a drop in Madras and Bombay and rise in C.P. 
and Bcrar.

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Telingana supports a heavier cattle population than 
Marathwara. Her share of the live-stock represents 53.8 
per cent, as compared vnth 58. 5 per cent, in the previous 
quinquennium. Marathwara claims 46. 2 per cent. The 
distribution of agricultural cattle is dependent upon the 
nature of the land cultivated, the extent of irrigation, 
the amount of scrub available in the jungle for grazing 
and the strength of the rural population and size of 
the holdings. 

26. The density of cattle varies according to extent Density, 
of cultivation and the grazing facilities. In Telingana, 

Mcdak commands the highest density, 210 per square 

mile of territory, followed by Nalgonda with 192, Karim- 
uagar 1 84 and Atraf-i-Balda 1 83. In Marathwara, Bidar 
has 185 head of cattle per square mile and Nander 184. 
llsiichur which is in the famine zone and is denuded of 
shrubs and forests has only 96 ])er square mile as eoznpared 
witlz 100 at th(' last Census. (Vide tabic No. 2 appexuled). 

In table No. 3 aizpcndcd, the average number of farm 
cattle, ploughs and carts per 100 of population in each 
district arc shown. Warangal heads with 109 head of 
eal.tlc per 100 of population. It is studded with forests. 

Baujars and Lambadas who inhabit the jungle regions 
of the district keep large herds of cattle for breeding and 
sale pur})Oscs. Bidar comes next with 103 followed by 
Nalgonda and Adilabad (102), and Nander (100). 

27. The foregoing discussion merely refer in general 
terms to i:iie distribution of cattle among the whole popu- 
hit-ion ol‘ a district, irrespective of occupations of the 
people. To obtain a pro|)cr perspective of the agricul- 
tural population and their equipment, table No. 4 may be 
consulted.

29. Buffaloes arc har<lier aiwl more worke<l than 
oxen. They are brought into use; regularly and up to 
advanced age. 'fhe percentage of unserviceable animals 
is only 1.6 for the Dominions ; although Warangul has 
per cent, and Baghat 2.4 per cent. ('I'able No. 5). 

60. It was easy for enumerators to distinguish a 
working from a non- working bcsist; but the distinction 
between a bull and a bullock was hard to understand, due 
to unsuccessful or half-castration. Among bullocks, 
some were castrated while a large number served a dual 
purpose. Further, well-fed young stock sornetimes arc 
usually passed for breeding bulls and brought tinder the 
ploughs or yoke, however immature they may be. This 
accounts for the fluctuation of the number from one cen- 
sus to the other. Adult bulls and bullocks over 6 years 
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of age nximber 3,707,572 as compared with 3,985,549 in 
the preceding quinquennium, a decrease of 7.0 per cent. 
The fall is shared by both the Marathwara and Telingana 
districts. As compared with the last census, in Marath- 
wara there is a fall of 133 thousand and in Telingana 147 
thousand bulls and bullocks. 

31. Of the total number of adult bulls and bullocks 
1.1 per cent, are breeding bulls and 173,911 or 4.7 per 
cent, are unserviceable. This shows the enormous econo- 
mic wastage caused by the maintenance of so many un- 
serviceable animals. The proportion of bulls to cows is 
1.69 as against 1 . 40 last time. In the neighbouring Pro- 
vinces the ratios have not varied so much as in these

32. Government, through the Veterinary Department 
maintains some breeding bulls in Hyderabad, in Mahbub- 
nagar and in Hingoli. The number of serviceable bulls in 
relation to breeding cows according to the present census 
is 40,220 or a bull for 69 cows. The proportion of cows to 
a bull ranges from, 231 in Nalgondato38in Mahbubnagar. 
In the Marathwara districts Bir can muster only one bull 
for 174 cows whereas in Gulbarga the proportion is normal. 
But this is not a true state of affairs. As said elsewhere, 
uncastrated bullocks are large in numbers. In the cate- 
gory of “ working bullocks ” i.e., bullocks and uncastrated 
males over 3 years kept for work only , come 3,493,441. 
Of this, allowing for 75 per cent, for castrated animals, 
there ramain 873,360 uncastrated bullocks. These added 
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to 40,220 “ bulls over 3 years used for breodinjj’’ j^ivc 
913,580 serviceable animals, for 2, <500, 883 adult cows 
kept for breeding or milk profluc.tiou. iroW(‘V<u’, the pro-

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33. As in other parts of India, so in these Dominions 
cattle owners maintain a certain number of bulls accord- 
ing to their means. They may not be of an ideal type for 
breeding but from the local varieties good specimen are 
reserved for the purpose. As they have no means of 
preventing bulls of inferior breed and build crossing the 
village cows, the services of good stud bulls are to a serious 
extent neutralised. Bulls dedicated to deities are also 
found in rural areas. 

34. In the rural reconstruction centres attention is 
paid to the provision of efficient service bulls in large size 
villages and the cattle owners are advised to have scrub 
bulls castrated and prevent as far as possible promiscuous 
crossing. But superstitions and conservatism continue 
to grip the village community. During the years of the 
quinquennium under review the officers of the Veterinary 
Department castrated as many as 169,691 animals as 
compared with 117,261 in the preceding five years.

49. The total number of ploughs being 1,327,817 as Ploughs, 
compared with 1,390,054 in the preceding quinquennium. 

Of the total, 1,261,193 are wooden and 66,624 iron. 

The wooden plough shows a decrease of 5.4 per cent, 
and iron an increase of 16 . 6 per cent, since 1344 F. The 
use of improved types of plough is being encouraged by 
Government and wherever the holdings are large and the 
soil deep and stiff iron plough is employed now. The 
advantage of iron plough is being increasingly realised by 
the cultivators. 

As per table No. 3 appended, in the ease of })loughs 
Nalgonda ea! 5 ily leads with 18 per 100 of population, 
Warangal taking the second place with 14, Mahbubnagar 
13 and Medak 12. The land in Telingana is fragmented 
in such small plots that a larger number of ploughs is 
owned by agriculturists. The size of holding in Marath- 
wara is larger and the black soil is soft and animals of the 
tract strong and massive, therefore, the number of ploughs 
is small, ranging between 10 in Nander and Bidar and 2 
in Bir and Osmanabad per 100 of population. 

The average area per plough is 20 acres in Hyderabad,

The largest, number of carts was found in Karimnagar 
(63,(511). The other iniporta.nt districts were Adilabad 
57,131', Warangal 45,868 and Aurangabad .b'bTtlO (table 
No. 14). 

As per table No, 3 appended in the case of carts per 
100 of population, Adilabaii has a larger number of cart.s 
(8) than any other district. The population (.here is less 
and the eommurueation between villages across hills and 
forests is so extensive, rugged and tortuous that country 
carts, however crude are reiiuired as the only means of 
conveyance. 

51. Since the estabUshment of the Sugar Factory in 
Bodhan (Nizaraabad) the (‘ultivation of cane made a rapid 
expansion in Medak and Nizamabatl districts. In remote 
places where gur-making is done by old methods wooden 
crushers arc still emiiloyed. Iron roller crushers are in- 
creasing. Some are power driven and some driven by 
bullock power. The area in these Dominions represent 
about 1 per cent, of the area under cane in India and the 
weight of cane cultivated in 1349 F. a])proximatod 989,003 
tons.

Marathwara commands 66.7 per cent, of the total 
sugar-cane area of the State. All the canes grown arc 
crushed locally for gur. Of the power mills, 227 are work- 
ing in Tclingana and only 181 in Marathwara. Bidar is 
the largest gur-centre where as many as 1,034 bulloek 
power mills are at work. Details are given in table No. 

15. In Telingana, Nizamabad is the largest sugar-cane 
centre. There are 2,031 crushers worked by bullocks. 
Compared to the last census of 1935 it seems that most of 
the districts have enumerated less number of mills in 1940. 
Appreciable increase is in Nizamabad district. The 
others that show some increase are Warangal, Karim- 
nagar, Adilabad, Mahbubnagar and Osmanabad.

Lambjidas, llanjaras and (londs arc known to be large 
scale eattb^ bnrdc'Ts. Living, as they do, in extensive 
forest elt'arings, Ihc^y have ample scope' for (continuing 
their lu'ridilary pi'ohcssion in their own traditional ways, 
regardless of evils of def('etiv(' breeding. Tlwcy liavo no 
prope;r arrange nuciils of j>reventin,g coverings by weak- 
lings or inferior bidls. 

Ciov(crnment have also tak('n intenest in tliis matter 
and have posted good stud bulls for free service in large 
size villages. In L‘54S F. Amrabad had S Amruthmahal 
bulls, Nizamabad 15, IJdgir taluk 4, Aurangabad 5, M(cdak 
‘2, and Warangal ‘2. Hralunani bulls, dedicated to deities 
and to d(c(c(cased nu'inbers ol’ families, are also left for, 
service in runil areas. They graze freely, arc fed charit- 
ably and serve locally. Li Urban areas professional 
(iowlis kcej) service bulls. They are put to r(;strieted use 
as in towns and cities. Brc'cding farms arc few and the 
owners would nutlet others avail of their services except 
on payment and that too, to a limited extent 

Except some large professional breeders (Lambadas) 
in all eases of such private breeding no scientific principles 
arc followed and selection is rare. 

There is a very big scope of improvement in the breeds 
of animals and Hyderabad State can command all the 
cattle markets of the Deccan including Bombay and 
Madras Presidencies and Central Provinc(;s both for milk 
as well as plough animals. 

At Himayatsagar, the Government Cattle Breeding 
and Dairy Farm is fully equipped on modern lines and 
serves a useful purpose of training })coplc the art of breed- 
ing and dairying. It specialises in Malvi breed, 'flu' 
Hingoli Stud Farm concentrates upon Deoni types. 
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Amruthmahal bulls are improving the stock in Amr- 
abad taluk. 

65. Sheep and goats were in origin native to rough 
uplands and dry plateaus. Their wild relatives are now 
found in the most inaccessible mountains. When bred 
upon moist low lands particularly such as lack of drain- 
age, these animals arc subject to footrot^ and parasitic 
diseases. Sheep are raised for their wool, for their flesh 
and in certain regions for their milk. The wool industry 
as carried on in parts of the world is an extensive type of 
agriculture. Of the fine wool sheep the best known is 
Marino which originated and developed in Spain by the 
Moors. In warmer climate the wool naturally grows 
less itself. 

Goats like sheep are at home in drylands or mountain- 
ous regions where forage is scanty and fibrous. Angora 
goat is native of Asia Minor and is kept chiefly for its fine 
hair called Mohair. With the exception of Angora, the 
goat has a relatively valueless coat and is produced for 
its flesh, its skins and its milk. Throughout the cities 
and villages of Spain the goats arc daily milked before 
the door of the consumer as it is the case ol‘ buffaloes in 
Hyderabad. India ranks first in number of goats. 

66. According to the last i)opulation census ,‘i30,949 sheep and 
persons in the State are herdsmen and shepherds. Dhan- 

gars are the professional sheep breeders. They carry on 
their profession along old lines. They care little for the 
selection of good type either for wool or for mutton ; 
number being their primary consideration. The village 
flocks of sheep and goats are maintained chiefly for 
mutton and scant attention is paid to improve their milk- 
ing capacity or wool. 4 to 5 rams are kept for every 100 
breeding ewes. The mating season is immediately after 
the break of the monsoon and the period of gestation is 
146 days. Lambing season is at the beginning of cold 
weather. The lambs at birth weigh 4 to 6 lbs. Sheep 
breeding is largely carried on more in Telingana 
where extensive forests are found. In Marathwara, ab- 
sence of verdure during a large part of the year, makes it 
difficult for a breeder to maintain a flock. In these 
Dominions, it is a common practice to manure fields 
by hurdling flocks of sheep and goats, for a few nights 
each season. The sheep emich the soil by their droppings 
t^nd urine, The shepherds receive a fee for such service. 
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67. The distriet of Osmanabad in general and Nale- 
gaon village of P{U'itiida laliikain pariitadar, and lalukas 
of Nilanga and Aliniad])ur (Bidar district) are uolod for 
their good milking goats and good breeding of hc-goats 
are kept for breeding. They give as much as 8 lbs. 
of milk a day. In villages they are the poormen’s 
sole pro])crty. Milking goats arc generally short haired 
and fetch Us. 12 to 15 each. In rural areas it costs 
little or nothing for feeding the sheep and goats. From 
morning till evening they arc on t he move picking any- 
thing they could reach. 

Goat’s milk is known to be good for growing children 
and tubercular pa(.i('uUs in parl.icndar. Experimental 
work with regard to brocaling of Bikaner sheep was con- 
t.inucal at tlu^ Hingoli Farm.

68, The Government, through the Veterinary De- 
partment, had distributed marcs by way of tac<iavi in 
some of the Talukas over 25 years ago, and now most of 
the marcs served arc those belonging to private owners. 
Government keeps stallions in. those tracts under the care 
of the Tahsildars in order to serve freely the brood rnarcs. 
Every year the results arc aseertsuned anti the number of 
stallions is increased, if necessary. The numlxT of stallions 
kept for thi.s purpose is shown in table No. 17. Mules 
were once bred for the military purj>osc.s but stopped now. 
Breeding of other animals sutih as donkeys, camels and 
pigs is left to nature. 

69. Live-stock feeding and grazing depends to a very 
great extent on the aimual rainfall in the country. Ilain- 
fall was generally well abovcnormal in 1345 F. and 1348 F. 
wl^e in the other three years some districts had less 
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During the quinquennium rainfall was deficient, once in 
Warangal, Karimnagar, Adilabad, Nizamabad and Mah- 
bubnagar and twice in Medak and Nalgonda and thrice in 
Baghat. In Marathwara it was once in Aurangabad, 
Nander, Parbhani and Bidar, twice in Raichur and thrice 
in Bir, Gulbarga and Osmanabad. In parts of three 
districts water and fodder supply was inadequate. Special 
mention may be made of the scarcity in 1348-1349 F. in 
Karimnagar and Adilabad, Government realising the 
needs of cattle in the affected areas made prompt arrange- 
ments for the supply of a large stock of fodder to them. 

Animals find pasture in fields after harvest. They 
also graze on current fallows. Cultivators in Marathwara 
generally graze their animals on the broad boundary 
lines between fields. It is also a practice in these areas to 
accommodate bullocks in mid-field during crop season 
and feed them with stunted and sterile plants and other 
weed and herbiage which may grow in the field and along 
water courses. The stubble of crops is also available. 

70. The old ruling that twenty-five per cent, of the 
aggregate area of each village should be seb apart for 
grazing purposes for the village cattle was modified to 
10-15 per cent. Even this small margin is not available 
in certain areas owing to the steady expansion of cultiva- 
tion, 

0 

The districts where good grazing is found are mostly 
those that have large forest areas or brush-wood jungles 
and Ramnas. They are Udgir, Ahmadpur in Bidar Dis- 
trict, Amrabad in Mahbubnagar ; Devarkonda in Nal- 
gonda ; Nizamabad in Nizamabad District ; Mulag, Pak- 
hal and Paloncha in Warangal District ; Mahadeopur in 
Karimnagar District and the whole of Adilabad District. 

In these places tanks, rivers and streams add to the 
fertility of the soil and pasturage. Herds of cattle mig- 
rate to these parts from the neighbouring tracts not only 
of the Dominions but also of British India during s\immer 
season for grazing. 

Table No. 19 shows the extent of forest land open to 
cattle grazing. 

71. Government charges a fee on each holding, which Banchatai 
like the Local iSmd Cess, has been fixed with reference to 

the land revenue assessment on each holding at so many 
pies in the rupee. This rate at present varies from 1 to 6 
pies in the rupee according to the extent of grazing 
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available. One anna per sheep and two annas per goat 
is the grazing Cec^ <!olU>(;tcd by the Forest, Depart, incut for 
grazing the tloek from March to June in tlu' forest areas. 

Quarter anna per sheep a,nd one anna, per goat is tlie 
grazing fee eolle(d,ed by tlu; Rcwciuk^ Departme.nt for 
grazing tin; flocik on the Parainpoke ((lovi'rnrnent.) lands. 
This is collected by village Patels. 

Shepherds also tak(“ sveeaeia t rci'S (babool) on lease at 
the rate, of four annas to one rupee per tre<‘ for feeding 
goats with the h'jives and pods.

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76. For the registration of cattle mortality 
diseases and other causes patwaris are provided with re- 
gisters in all the villages. Reporting of such occurrances 
is not strictly observed and failure to report them does 
not involve penalty to the defaulter. Therefore, the 
figures exhibited in the statements following this Chapter 
should be taken with reserve. 

From the talukwari reports received weekly it appears 
that the contagious diseases are prevalent in some part 
or other of the Dominions throughout the year. In 
parts of Telingana, diseases arc usually more common 
than in the drier regions of Marathwara. A larger cattle 
population is supported by Telingana and consequently, 
diseases take a heavy toll there. Diseases among cattle 
are generally attributed by the villages to the periodical 
visitation of the village goddess, Pochamma, and the 
rural population generally perform pujas and sacrificial 
offerings but intelligent ones seek veterinary aid. 

77. Table No 22 gives the five-year figures of various Catti mor- 
types of animal and annual average mortality due to ioew^ase. 
contagious diseases. During the rainy and cold weather, 

cattle diseases prevail in various parts of the State and 
exact a heavy toll. The chief disease among bovine ani- 
mals wluch sweep away like plague is Rinderpest (Bara- 
roug). The others of comparatively less occurrence are 
Hamorrhagic Septicaemia (Gall gout), Blackquarters (Za- 
harabad), Anthrax (Gilti) and Foot and Mouth disease 
(Mook-Khor). 

The results of the preventive inoculation carried on 
by the Veterinary Department during the period and the 
number treated by the Department and number of 
their hospitals and staff are shown in tables Nos. 24, 25, 
and 27. 

The veterinary officers performed 224,411 inocula- 
tions in 1349 F. against 181,943 in the preceding year. 

The largest number was 45,877 in Karimnagar, In 
Warangal 138,374 animals were submitted to preventive 
inoculations. The Department treated in the hospitals 
and dispensaries and through the itinerating staff 842,752 
cases in 1349 F. as compared with 329,735 in 1848 F. 

(Tabic No. 25). The largest number of patients in 1348F« 
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came from the cattle in the Hyderabad City (48,037) 
and Atraf-i-Balda produced 23,709 cases. In Marath- 
wara 170,472 cases were treated representing one-half of 
the total inimbcr in 1349 F. in tll(^ Dominions. The 
Department maintained 107 hospitals and dispensaries 
slatlc<l by JKi odicers. (Table No. 27).

Aec.ording to returns received from 117 slaughtcr- 
hous(“s 801,049 animals of which .592, li l!) were goats and 
117,354 sheep were slaughtered in 1349 F. us compared 
with 32.3,169 animals of which 105,213 were goats and 
158,45(5 shcej) in 13 t<8 Fasli when there wtu-e 94 slaugli- 
ter-houses in the Dominions. 


In addition 57,229 bulls, cows and calves wer(i slaugh- 
tered in 1348 F. as against 54,572 in the previous year. 
For Hindu festivals 900 buffaloes were killed in 1348 F. 
as compared with 1,798 in 1347 F. Districtwari details 
arc given in table No. 23. As per the Report of the Market- 
ing Officer on Cattle Mortality the estimated number of 
oxen vslaughtered annually is 150,000 for the Dominions. 
The buffaloes arc not slaughtered for consumption any- 
where in the Dominions but on festival occasions and its 
beef is given to the Dhers and Chamars, As per his report 
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the number of oxen, sheep and goats slaughtered in the

80. The baltuK’C of tra,de in live-stock is {generally in 
favour of the State. A larjjje export trade is earrit^d on 
with the neighbouring Provinces of Prilish, while the 
import is (comparatively small. More sheep are (cxporUcd 
than goats. The export is greattcr in l.lu* moutlis of April 
to July than in the remaining mouths. Many of the ani- 
mals exported from these Dominions go to Pombay by 
road ; the movement taking place during the summer.

From the 
figures shown in table No. 29 and the graph attached 
it is clear that while import has steadily diminished, 
export is advancing of horned cattle, sheep and 
goats. The import value of live-stock dropped from 
Rs. 32. 2 lakhs in 1335 F. to Rs. 15 . 5 lakhs in 1349 F. 
Lingsugur (Raichur) is the largest importer followed 
by Aurangabad and Bir. The export value of live- 
stock improved from Rs. 32.4 lakhs in 1335 F. to 
Rs. 39 . 8 lakhs in 1349 F, Aurangabad is the chief 
export centre where from Rs. 8.9 lakhs in 1335 F., 
the value increased to Rs. 13.2 lakhs in 1349 F. 
Bir has shown a phenomenal rise from Rs. 35 thou- 
sand in 1335 F. to Rs. 7.3 lakhs in 1349 F., Gulbarga 
from Rs. 6 thousand to Rs. 3.4 lakhs in the same 
period. The number and values of imports and 
exports are given in table No. 29 while the flow of 
trade, mashulkhanawari is indicated in tables No. 
30 and 31. 

In the present census the prices of animals were as- 
certained and the averages are exhibited in table No. 32.

82. 'I'he hides of d<‘!id aniimds an^ ma,de use of by 
the villaffe eha.ma.rs or shoe-makers. 'I'he.y are tanned in 
their own way and e.onvcarted into ehappals, water-lifts 
(water-buckets and tandain) and collars of ihe draught 
animals. Hides and skins of good <juality are coliee.ted 
in the villagers, salted or dried and sold in the week bazaars 
or to whoh'saku's. More skins and hides of dead animals 
arc available in the months following the monsoon as 
more diseases are prevalent during the monsoon. Hide 
and skin mark<d.ing survey revealed that the annual 
su])ply of oxen hides in the State aggrogate 1.4.5 lakhs of 
pieces ('i.e., c<pial to 11(5 laklis of lbs. dry) of whith only 
one-tenth is obtained from slaughtered animals and the 
rest from dead animals :

Estimated annual supply of buffalo hides is 2 lakhs 
of pieces, average weight of buffalo hide in raw green 
state is 25 lbs. and dry 10 lbs. 
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83. The number of skins (sheep and goat) available 
annually in Hyderabad State-in Hyderabad City 6 lakhs. 
Districts 22 lakhs, and dead animals 6 lakhs, total 34 
lakhs. The weight of raw green sheep skin with wool 
is about 3 lbs. and the weight of tanned sheep skin is half 
a lb. The weight of raw green goat skin is also 3 lbs. 
and the weight of tanned goat skin is 4/5 lb. 

84. The marketing survey also revealed that the 
process of flaying and tanning in both cases of hides and 
skins is of the most primitive order and inevitably reduc- 
ed the market value. 

All the raw materials necessary for tanning are found 
in great abundance in these Dominions for tanning and 
curing. It is only the lack of knowledge and unscientific 
methods that compels the traders to have the raw hides 
and skins for export although they are difficult to handle 
and occupy more wagon space. Despite the inconve- 
niences involved in handling, the foreign importers want 
them raw simply because the curing methods in India are 
defective.

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86. As there is not sufficient attention to this indus- 
try a large quantity of raw skins and hides and most of 
the tanning materials are exported and thus the country 
is deprived of the profits that will accrue from curing and 
selling them as tamred leather. Ixnports and export of 
leather goods manufactured are shown in tfi.ixle Nos. 35, 

86 and 37. 

87. Raw hides iu c classified into three categories ; 
buffalo liidcs, cow hides and calf liides. Tiic demand 
for cow hides is usually the largest. Germany is the 
principal consumer of Indian cow hides and the United 
Kingdom, the second largest. Indian buffalo-hides are 
exported to Greece and Bulgaria while goat and sheep 
skins go chiefly to theU.S.A.and to a lesser extent to Cze- 
choslavakia. Indian tanned and ciured hides and skins 
go very largely to the United Kingdom and France. 

88. The wool obtained from the sheep is short and wool, 
coarse and weighs 1 to lb. at each searing. Old ewes 

are sheared twice a year, about the middle of March and 
October and the young ones are clipped only once before 
the hot weather sets in. Coarse blankets (Kambals) are 
made of sheep wool and they sell from Rs. 4 to Rs. 10 
each; but if white wool is separated and woven, high prices 
are obtained. The wool is utilised for kambal making 
till the 3rd or 4th lambing and then the ewes are sold off 
to butchers as they are neither fit for breeding or for 
wool production after that age. 

Warangal Town is the only place in the Dominions 
where wool is utilised mostly for carpet weaving. Wool- 
len carpets of Warangal are well known. They are manu- 
factured and exported in large quantities and they go as 
far as Europe. The import of wool increased from Rs. 712 
in 1345 F. to Rs. 3,141 in 1349 F. while that of exports 
rose from Rs. 3.2 lakhs in 1345 F. to Rs. 10.5 lakhs in 
1349. (Tables No. 38 and 39). 

89. The places where blankets or kambals of country Blankets & 
pattern are woven from sheep wool are Makhtal and *^»“^*** 
Mahbubnagar talukas (Mahbubnagar district) ; and Ka- 
mareddi taluk (Nizamabad district). A large quantity 

of raw wool is exported out of Hyderabad State, It 
indicates the possibility of developing the cottage industry 
for woollen articles. An enterprise of this kind will pro- 
vide employment and add to the wealth of the rural 
population.

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93. Cowbazore or what is called in. India as Gai- 
r aoghan or Gai-lochan is really the gall-stones found 
occasionally in the animals slaughtered. It is greatly 
exported to China through Bombay. The butchers sell 
it to Hakims and Banyas at the rate of Rs. 6 to 8 per tola. 
It is also used in India as medicine administered to children 
in a very small doses for the prevention of cold, etc. The 
size and shape of these gall-stones vary from a pea to a 
betel-nut. In breaking it shows a concentric rings of ac- 
cretion. In Hyderabad artificial cowbazore is also sold 
at the rate of 6 annas per tola. The true and the artifi- 
cial can be detected by I'ubbing the cowbazore with some 
moisture on a finger* nail and then washing it out. If 
genuine the yellow stain will remain on the nail for some- 
time. 

Similar to cowbazore is another substance found 
occasionally in sheep and goats. It is called Paozar in 
Urdu and Maikarai in Telugu. It is sold at the rate of 
B-S. 60 to 70 per tola for exportation to Singapore and 
Java. It is also said to be gall-stones taking the shape of 
accacia seed or grass stick. The one shaped as grass stick 
is more costly. The butchers are the sole dealers in it. 
The substance is hard to touch, colour dark brown and 
shining. It is also used as medicine.

Milk is sold in seers 
by weight but it is generally measured out to customers. 
About li maunds of milk is carried on a bicycle to a 
distance of 7 to 8 miles for Hyderabad City milk supply. 
In Jatkhas or Tongas 4’ to 5 maimds are carried. Clean 
unadulterated milk, butter and other products are the 
necessities of life and consequently are in great demand. 
There are ab work 675 large and small scale dairy establish- 
ments mainly for the supply of milk in these Dominions, 
62 per cent, of them being found in Marathwara. (Table 
No. 45). Cream separating machines number 142 of 
which excepting 5, all are in Telingana. (Table No. 45). 
Only a few gowlis use cream separators and the skimmed 
milk is supplied to the tea-shops in the city of Hyderabad. 
In the city of Hyderabad at Bela locality 500 to 600 seers 
of milk is used daily for the preparation of hhowa. 75 
per cent, of the total milk supply of the City of Hyder- 
abad is used as fresh milk, 18 per cent, as curd and 7 per 
cent, as ghee, etc. 

96. In the present census columns were introduced 
in the schedules for noting separately the daily average 
quantity of milk yield from cows, buffaloes, sheep and 
goats with individual owners. Although the result is not 
quite satisfactory in ccrtaini respects, yet it is interesting. 
The daily average yield of a cow is reported to be 1.4 
seers and that of a buffalo 2.7 seers for the Dominions. 

In villages milk is sparingly drawn for sale ; owners 
care more for ghee and for the feeding of young stock. 
The demand for fresh milk is usually from travellers or 
officers on tour. 

97. The number of milch cows enumerated is 
795,756 of which 41,7 per cent, are found in Telingana 
and the rest in Marathwara, The largest number is 
82,759 in Gulbarga, followed by 76,229 in Warangal and 
72,205 in Mahbubnagar. Of the total quantity of milk 
estimated 1,150,193 seers per day, about 70 per cent, is 
accounted for by Marathwara cows, where the averge 
yield per animal is 1,7 seers as compared with one seer 
in Telingana. , (Table No. 46). 

98. Buffaloes in milk numbered 725,912 of which 51 
per cent, are found in Telingana and 49 per cent, in Mara- 
thwara, Their milking capacity is reported to be 
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1,93.‘J,98(> s<‘<^rs p<M‘ day or 3.3 seers in Marathwara and 
2. 1 seers in I’eliiiffana p<M- atuinal. (I'abie No. 47). Thus, 
the i.ola! <pj!inlily of milk per tlay both from cows au<l 
bulla, lot's is rt>(*ord('d a.f, 3, OS 1,129 seers, rt'prcst'ulinj^ 4.

The estimated quantity of condensed milk consumed 
in the State is one lakh of lbs. a year (average pri<^e is 
Re. 0-11-0 a lb.). Glaxo, t'-ow & Gate, Lactogen, Mellins, 
Allenburys and Klim brands of powdered milk consumed 
in Hyderabad State in one year is 35 to 40 thousand lbs. 
(average price Rs. 3 a lb.).

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CHAPTER VII. 


Poultry industry. 

103. At the instance of Government of India this 
time along with the Cattle Census, a counting of poultry 
was also made. Thus, it is the first census for poultry. 
Poultry industry is of considerable importance to the 
State. In the scheme of rural reconstruction poultry 
breeding receives as much attention as the improvement 
of crops and freedom from indebtedness. To encourage 
this industry an association under the name of “ The 
Hyderabad Poultry Association ” was established in the 
City of Hyderabad. An annual poultry show is a per- 
manent institution in these Dominions, Birds of high 
class breed and layers are exhibited and visitors are shown 
the advantages of improved class of hens and cocks. In 
the villages, demonstrations with the similar object are 
held. The Government Poultry Farms at certain centres 
serve as neclues of improvements. Eggs of good breeds 
are sold at a nominal price to persons interested in the 
industry and advice is freely given as to the method of 
breeding and feeding. Simple remedies easily available 
in the villages are prescribed for birds during time of 
sickness. 

104. It is interesting to note that the forests of 
India still contain different varieties of the jungle fowl, 
from which it is considered that the domestic fowl was 
bred out. The climate of Hyderabad State is so emi- 
nently suited to poultry keeping that this industry is 
carried on in villages throughout the Nizam’s Dominions 
by the poor people belonging to all castes and creeds 
except the most orthodox Hindus. It is said that through- 
out the State it is quite likely that eggs will be available in a 
village but not the breed. The class of people that keep 
poultry in the villages is 40 per cent, of the Depressed 
Classes (Harijans), 40 per cent, of the Hindus and 20 per 
cent, of the Muslims, Christians, etc. It is the fowl which 
is generally kept by them for birds as well as for eggs. 
Poultry keeping, even if practised as a hobby in villages, is 
good for health and costs little. The birds also in villages 
are healthier with more fresh air and green herbage. 
People in villages give their time and attention to other 
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occupations and keep a few fowls as only a side line. Thus 
poultry keeping is practised only as a secondary industry 
and never as a ntiain occupation so much so that even 
the Nuggars consider it a sule line to tlicir ancestral pro- 
fession. 

105. Houses arc not ]>r<)vidcd by ordinary poultry 
keepers. Birds are usually covered at night iti wickcr- 
baskels j ust to make them safe from <*ats, dt)gs, 
jackals and snakes, and the chickens from eagles 
durijig the day. Sonte kttep them in large earthen ])ots, 
some in mud or stoiie houses (more or less dungeons). 
The Agricultural Department and lh(^ Rural Rccons- 
tTuetion Ccuitrcs can pre})are and distribute ]>ouItry 
ht)uscs pn^pared from cheap anti easily available deal- 
wootl boxes for a ftiw birds in each village to (;raiu anti 
guide the villagers. 

10(5. (Jtuuirally no feeding is dtme to the pt)ultry. 
They a.rc t'xpeclod l.t) search tmt their ftxxl frt>m dung 
hea})S and villagti rtvfusc. If tht* t>wnt;r has st)mc of his 
ftKxl left t)vt'r after meal and if it cannot he usctl in any 
way then it; is thrown tad. to his poultry. Occassitmally 
a few gra,ins t>f ja,\var a.rc sprinkhxl itt tht‘ c.ourl.-yartl tt) 
keep (.ht^birtlsat.traclt'tl t:o t he home. 'I’he(|ua ntity of footl 
requirt'tl by bird is lU) tpiestitut. I’hcy arc cxptxditxl to 
live Iht' lift^ of beggars going from houst^ tt) houst^ and 
shoultl be txmlent with whatever ht'come availablt) to 
them as fotxl anti tpiarlers. 

107. The only attentit>n the villager gives to their 
fowls is tha.t they open them out in the mtuuiing, eolleet 
whatever eggs they lay and then shut thtun up in the 
evening. Nobody kc(‘ps a large number of fowls because 
they consider it a.n uuroUable inctmie due to tht; tq)i(Itanie,s 
that sweep them all away. They t)uly ktx'p as many 
birds as they think t hey t^an manage wi1.1it>nt managtuucnt. 
There are no regular ])(>ult.ry farms in Ihe State:. This 
inhuman treatmtuit has made the fowls vttry hardy and 
forbearing anti thty st;tuu t.o hti tjuile <^t)id.t;nt on tludr fate 
just as it is the t^ase t)f their nuisttirs, the villagers. 

'Phe Desi fowls of mongrel type have bet*ome st> hardy 
that they live practit-ally on any thing and under any 
contlition. The poultiry keeper eonsitlcrs that iht* giviiug 
of any food to the fowls is jiot profitable, iltidoes not 
realize that it is an investment whie.h will give him jirolits 
n th e shape of more eggs and chickens.

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108. Beside the common Desi fowls, Hyderabad 
State has the best fighting cocks the “ Aseal”. They 
were developed to such a perfecbion both in size and 
fighting qualities that they are still considered the best 
in world and fetch Rs. 200 per bird. Special care is re- 
quired to rear their chickens as they start fighting even 
when small. 

There is a breed of fowl that has black skin; it is called 
Karaknath, There is a dwarf breed also called Tenies. 
The other breeds of fowl kept by some fanciers are gene- 
rally exotic but pure. They are White Leghorn, Rhodes 
Island Red, Orpingtom, Brahmas, Minorca. 

109. Besides the fowls some persons keep other 
birds also such as ducks, geese, turkeys, guinea fowls, 
etc. In the marketing survey report it is stated that 
India and Burma together have one tenth of world’s 
recorded population of fowls and excluding China they 
have more ducks than all the other countries of the world 
put together. The total number of ducks in India is 166 
lakhs or 18.2 per cent, of the total world population of 
ducks. World figure is 912 lakhs. 

110. During the present Census as many as 10,274;768 
cocks and hens of all ages and 31,019 ducks were counted 
in the Dominions, making a total of 10,305,787 birds.

The above statement shows that Telingana is more 
keen in poultry keeping than Marathwara. It also shows 
that while in Telingana there is roughly one fowl for every 
person, in Marathwara 3 persons own a fowl. It is gene- 
rally considered that rice is a wholesonae food for fowls 
and ducks. Theyfeedonjawaras well but jawar without a 
change causes stomach troubles. Birds which thrive on 
paddy are less susceptible to diseases. They grow <][^uickly 
and egg laying capacity is hightened. The Telingana 










people in. general use these ]>ir(ls more than the Marath- 
waras. It is for these api)arcnt reasons there is in Telin- 
gana a large flock of hircls rcprosent.ing 7() per cent. t)f the 
total. Details of Census figures a.rc given in table No. 51.

111. A large Ixade in potilf.ry is ca.rried on in the 
State. 'I’he trade is both for birds and eggs; so I he; birds 
kcj)t for breeding shouhi be a (luul purpose aiUTual. The 
country or Dasi fowl is poor in both the qualities; the ascal 
is good as a table bird but poor in laying. The white leg- 
horns, though gt)od layers, are ))oor in flesh and arc bad 
sitters. The Rhodes Island Rctl and f ile Hhu^k minoreas 
are the only two breeds that <^au be <‘,rosse<l with the 
country fowl for getting the <|ualitics reejuired i.e., 
good flesh, good layers, good sitters and sf.rong and hardy 
constitution. In 1848 F. birds valued at Rs. l,C06 

were imported against G65 for Ils. 1,888 in the previous 
year, whereas in the same year 8.22 lakhs of birds were 
reported for a declared value of ll». 3.62 lakhs as com- 
pared with 10.4 lakhs of birds for Rs. 4.58 in 1847 F. 
The chief exporting stations for fowls are Raiehur, Yadgir, 
Narayanpet, Vicarabad and Hyderabad- Tlie exports 
are mainly to Bombay. Fowls arc cxportctl in bamboo 
or wicker-baskets each containing 40 birds on an average.

No Caponising is practised in Hyderabad State for 
preparing the birds particularly for table use. Rainy 
season is the moulting season and also the season of epide- 
mics. The demand is also low in this season generally 
and the prices fell. 

112. The chicken pox, fowl cholera and white diar- Diseases, 
rhoea are known as severe epidemics. Many birds are 
lost annually from tick fever also though it is not an 
epidemic. Fowl lices though do not cause death reduce 
the vitality of the birds and do not let the chickens grow 
quick.

114. 70 per cent, of the eggs produced in the State Bggi con- 
are reserved for export trade. 22 per cent, for home 
consumption and 8 per cent, for hatching. In the case 
of eggs of the improved breeds as much as 15 per cent, 
are reserved for hatching. In remote villages where the 
egg export is difficult most of the eggs are left over for 
hatching purposes as the pullets fetch good price easily. 
Hatching is more successful! during winter and rainy 
season especially between November to March. 10 to 
12 eggs are set under a hen at a time. Success in hatch- 
ing is about 60 per cent. The pullets are usually sold 
when they are four months old. The usual temperature 
for keeping the eggs in good condition for some time is 35 
to 45 Degrees Fahrenheit. Eggs generally keep well for 
about 8 to 10 days in winter months and for 4 to 5 days 
in summer. The air space at the broad end of the egg 
gets larger as the egg gets older, so that in the case of 
fresh eggs it should be small and in stale eggs quite large. 

That is the reason why commonly the eggs are put in 
water to see if they are fresh or old. 

In summer in order not to let the eggs go bad the 
hawkers boil the eggs hard and thus preserve them from 
getting bad for some time. 

Eggs are used in three main ways namely, for house- 
hold use, for confectionery and for industrial purposes. 

Over 95 per cent, of the eggs consumed in India are used 
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for the table and cooking purposes and very small number 
is used for industrial purposes. In U.S.A. the mimber of 
eggs used for industrial purposes are, 480 millions of eggs 
per annum in calico printing 120 millions in wine clari- 
fying, and 240 millions in bookbiiuling, glove niaking and 
other leather imlustries. In tlu'; foo<l valu(', although 
milk is sup]>osed to be mosl. suitable a.nd <H)mpl(;te food for 
man, but the food value of egg is proportiona.ti.dy more 
than milk as will be seen from (he statement below :

120. The producers bring eggs to weekly or daily '^of^ggsf 
markets for sale. Eggs are also collected from villages 
by the “ Egg Collectors ” who visit the number of villages 
fixed for them every alternate day on cycle, etc. and deli- 
ver them to the exporting agents. The piece wage paid 
generally is annas four for 150 eggs collected. 5 to 8 
villages are allotted to each egg-collector for the daily 
collection and their visits depend on the state of the road 
and the number of collection. 

By sheer negligence about 14 lakhs rupees worth of 
eggs are simply not collected in the course of a year.
